5000 more than one half of nil the in- 
crease reported an having been secured 
by this and all other agencies during 
these threeyeara. But this American 
Sunday School Union did more than 
this— 1 1 al d ed 4 ,nl!5 other scti ools , which 
have 16,774 teachers and 515,714 schol- 
ars,— so that in these three years it 
reached 0.S72 communities and Sunday 
•schools, and "00J4H children, and 
youth, and then reaided and revisited 
these schools »,2t5 times besides mak- 
ing B&BM visits to families, supplying 
46,010 destitute persons with the scrip- 
tures and holding 27,247 rellgioiiB meet- 
ings. That there is great need for more 
of just such work lu our country is 
evident from the fact I hat according to 
the International Secretary's report 
there are but 8,034,47m scholars in all the 
Sunday schools in the United States, 
that report to this convention, which the 
chairman ol the Executive Committee 
said was live per cent too small. If Dve 
per cent were added, we have 3,438,201 
scholars in all our Sunday schools. But 
the statement was made that 20 per ct. 
should be deducted for those over 21 and 
under six yearsof age and those who at- 
tend more than one school an dare count- 
ed twice ; which deducted would leave 
6,748,1)01 children and youth of school 
age in all our Sunday-schools, while 
there are at least 9,000,000 more child-
